Mexico City, Xov. 10—Through in- 


sults to the American flag and as- 
saults made openly upon American 
citizens in the streets, the anti- 
American demonstration 
r^u^a be- 


gan with the stoning ot the Mexican 
Herald office, developed into an af- 
fair of international importance. 


A vigorous protest was registered 


by the American 
amoa&sador with 


the Mexican department of foreign 
relations and at the same time the 
facts were telegraphed to Washing- 
ton and instructions asked for. 


Last night the attacks were 
re- 


newed. Windows in a dozen Ameri- 
can business places were smashed. 
All over town shutters were hurried- 
ly drawn and establishments closed 
Forces of police 
appeared in 
the 
streets and kept the crowd moving. 


Art attack was 
made upon 
the 


plant of El Impartial and the mail- 
ing and 
distributing 
departments 


wrecked. For 20 minutes the mob 
tbe 
ground 
floor were completely 


battered at the heavy doors leading 
to 
tne editorial 
and 
composing 


rooms above with heavy timbers and 
fired the wreckage. Then the mount- 
ed police charged with drawn swords. 
One of the attackers was 
run 


through and killed. The others fled. 
An alarm, turned in from tbe office? 
of the paper, brought the fire de- 
partment to the scene before the fire 
gained headway. 


While the police looked on and 


seemingly made no effort to preven; 
it. an 
American 
flag floating in 


front of a candy store in the business 
dictrict was torn down yesterday af- 
ternoon by a crowd of several bund- 
red Mexican students 
and others, 


trampled and spat upon and torn to 
bits. 
Later photographs 
of the 


crowds were taken before the offices 
of the Diarce del Hoager, a Mexican 
newspaper, with 
many 
individuals 


waving bits of the tattered banner. 


Late last night companies ot 


mounted police were stationed in ev- 
ery block and hundreds of gendarme; 
were patroling the streets. 


An American, whose name could 


not be Jearned, was reported to have 
been captured by the rioters, to have 
had his clothes torn from him and 
a beating administered. 


The demonstraton was a continua- 


tion of the affair caused by intipathj 
aroused among the people by the 
burning at the stake of Antonio Rod- 
riguez at Rock Springs, Texas, on the 
night of Xov. 3 


Publication of the violent attacks 


on Americans by several Mexican pa- 
pers tended further to incense 
the 


medical students, who were the pro- 
moters of the demonstration. 


El Diarce del Hogar was partica- 


larly violent in the expressions 
of 


animosity toward the people of 
the 


United States, 
characterizing them 


as "giants of the dollar: pygmies of 
culture and barbarous whites of tb.e 
north," and asking "where is the 
boasted Yankee civilization?" 


Shortly before noon the crowd a&- 


eembled before the new Juarez mon- 
ument in the Alameda and proceed- 
ed to 
the new 
municipal palace, 


where several of their number, who 
were arrested, were being examined 
by the -authorities. 
A company of 


mounted police followed in the wake 
of the crowd. 
From the palace the 


students marched through 
Avenida 


San Francisco, the principal business 
thoroughfare of the city, stopping in 
front of the candy store, where the 
flag incident occurred. 


Gathering numbers &? it proceeded 


the crowd marched to the offices o" 
the department of foreign relations, 
making demonstrations on the way 
against American business places and 
breaking windows in the St. Franci-- 
Hotel. 
Jack Davis, an automobile 


repair man, had a hand-to-hand en- 
counter with a dozen members of the 
crowd when they attempted to tesrj 
the top from his automobile and en- 
ter his establishment. 
He knocked 


several of his assailants to the pave- 
ment and 
drove them 
from 
his 


place. 


At the head 
of Juarez 
avenue.

here at 10:55 this morning. 


Wheeling. W. Va., Xov. 10.—One of 


the most sensational affairs in this 
city in a number of years developed 
today when Mrs. Laura Farnsworth 
Schenk, wife of John O. Schenk, mil- 
lionaire president of the F. Schenk & 
Sons company, was arrested on a 
charge of poisoning her husband and 
held without bond to await a hearing 
before a justice of the peace. 


Mr. Schenk is at the North Wheel- 


ing hospital and is said to be in a dy- 
ing condition. Arsenic is the poison 
wth which the alleged attempt was 
made to murder and in the analysis of 
medicine and water given to him 
while ill. it revealed the fact that it 
contained 
arsenic in 
considerable 


quantities. As soon as suspicion was 
aroused Mr. Scbenk was removed to 
the hospital where he lies at present. 


The warrant for Mrs. Schenk"s ar- 


rest was sworn out by Prosecuting At- 
torney Handlan and she was taken in 
custody by Police Chief Hastings. 


The affair has teen dexlopiag for 


more than three weeks and it is said 
that a mass of evidence of very dam- 
aging nature has been secured by the 
state. Five Pinkertoa detectives nave 
jeen employed by relatives of Mr. 
Schenk and the greatest precautions 
taken to prevent another 
attemot 


since his removal to the hospital. 
During the past two or three days Mrs. 
Schenk is alleged to have urged that 
her husband be brought home from 
the hospital and action resulting in the 
warrant being issued was immediately 
taken.

Schenk will be given a prelim-" 


inary hearing later in the day.
